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Preparing for 
the ‘big one’ 
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La Verne Co-Operative Citrus 
Association employees in Upland 
don’t mind having people asso- 
ciate the word lemon with their 
business. 


Lemons are their business. They 
have been the only commodity the 
association has handied since its 
inception in 1924. Everywhere one 
jooks an individual can see lem- 
ons. The sweet smell of the fruit 
even permeates the air at the co- 
operative’s Second Avenue pack- 
ing house in Uptand. 


The original co-operative own- 
ers, however, operated a packing 
house for oranges known as 
Euclid Avenue Orange. The house 
currently is being used a public 
storage area, according to David 
Gunter, co-operative secreatary- 
manager. 


The co-operative is owned by 
215 area lemon growers. The 
group began in nearby La Verne 
when citrus was king in the West 
Valley. The business moved in 
1962 to its current Upland loca- 
tion, replacing the Mountain View 
Fruit Association. 


The old packing house may 
appear to be merely a remnant of 
Upiand’s citrus past but a quick 
visit shows it bustling with activi- 
ty, especially since April through 
May is the busiest portion of the 


lemon-packing season. 

Sixty employees work for the 
co-operative, sorting, washing or 
packaging the product. Although 
the once-expansive lemon groves 
in the Upland area have given way 
to development, business still is 
good, accord- : 
ing to Walt Me- 
lendrez, 
packing house 
superintendent 
since 1978. 

Melendrez 
said that about 
700,000 boxes 
of lemons 
should be 
shipped out of 
the packing 
house this year, 
on their way to 
other parts of 
the country, to 
Europe, Japan 
and Singapore. 

About 20 to 25 
percent of the 
house’s lemons 
are exported to 
Japan. 

Those not shipped are stored in 
the house’s refrigerated rooms. 
The fruit can be kept up to six 
months in the 55-degree store- 
rooms. 

The co-operative employs 300 





fruit pickers in lemon fields in 
Upland, Etiwanda and Alta Loma. 
Fruit also is harvested from other 
areas including Escondido, Niland 
and Blythe. 

Lemons arrive at the house by 
truck and then go through a series 
of steps before 
being packed. 
The fruit must 
be sorted by 
color, washed, 
waxed and 
again sorted 
into two grades 
- fancy (“pride 
of La Verne’’) 
and choice. 

Both grades 
share the same 
fruit quality. 
The only differ- 
ence is the lem- 
oO n : s 
appearance. 
“Fancy” lem- 
ons have the 
familiar shape 
of the fruit, 
while “choice” 
ones usually are marked or mis- 
shapen. 

An assembly line consisting of 
machines and employees can. 
pack 1,000 cartons per hour, 
Melendrez said. 

Since the establishment of the

co-operative the growers have 
been associated with Pure Gold. 
Today Sunkist is the house’s sales 
and marketing company. 

Sunkist sells 68 million cartons 
of lemons and oranges a year. 

This area used to have a lot of 
co-operatives in the old days. | 
used to operate a packing house 
in Corona in 1952 and the Upland 
area was just beautiful. Citrus 
trees were everywhere,” Gunter 
said. 

In Upland alone 10 packing 
houses thrived during the 1950s 
and 1960s. A few groves remain, 
but eventually they too will be 
replaced by subdivision tracts, he 
said. 

San Bernardino County, once a 
citrus center, now has 850 acres of 
lemons left, he said. Ventura and 


San Diego counties are this area’s 
major competitors. 


“The past four or five years have 
been bad seasons for lemons, 
mainly because of overproduction. 
Things are turning around 
though,”’ Gunter said. 


The demise of the Upiand-area 
lemon fields doesn’t concern Gun- 
ter. The co-operative will remain. 
instead of harvesting lemons 
mainly from San Bernardino Coun- 
ty, the packing house will go 
elsewhere for the product, he said. 
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Upland’s La Verne Co-operative Citrus Association is a real “lemon” of a 
business. The company’s only commodity is lemons (top left). Walt 
Melendrez, plant superintendent at the Second Avenue operation, has 
been with the co-operative since 1978 (inset). Before the packing 
operation begins, lemons are washed (far right).

There are few things in the 
world that have more sheer 
delight attached to them for me 
than an antique automobile. But, 
as much as | idealize the early 
cars and the struggle of men to 
find the mechanical perfection 
we take for granted in modern 
cars, the old clunkers did have 
their problems. 

One problem old-timers had 
was climbing long, steep grades.

There was a chance of running 
out of fuel halfway up the hill. 

In the ’20s, most of these old 
gems used a pumping system 
called the autovac. It was a 
rather simple device in which the 
manifold vacuum was used to 
work a suction tank of 
approximately 1-gallon capacity 
mounted on the firewall behind 
the engine. Gasoline was sucked 
forward from the main rear tank 





and held in storage in the 
smaller tank, where it flowed by 
gravity, as needed, to the 
carburetor. 

Normally, this system worked 
just fine, but when climbing a 
long mountain grade with the 
throttle wide open, the manifold 
vacuum dropped to almost 
nothing. Without the vacuum 
pump, there was no gasoline 
being brought forward. 

The problem was that 
impatient drivers put their feet 
down hard on the throttie and 
rushed a hill in grand style for

five miles until the auto gasped 
to a halt. 

Car after car met this kind of 
trouble on mountain passes and 
the non-wise were puzzled by 
this and had no idea why ‘‘old 
faithful” pooped out. 

The correct technique for 
driving a hill with an autovac was 
to use the lightest possible 
throttle opening and lowest gear 
possible and gently let the car 
find its own pace up the hill. If it 
threatened to stutter, let it coast 
to a stop at once and allow it to 
maintain a fast idle so the 
autovac could recover. 

Let me compare this with an 
incident that happened when | 
was still in my mid-teens and 
went to work in a steel mill. My 
job was to load steel pipe onto a 
ramp for feeding an annealing 
furnace. This had to be done 
every three minutes. | worked 
feverishly hard for two minutes 
and rested for one. 

| felt | was doing a fairly good 
job and could even show a loss 


of five pounds in three days to 
prove it. The boss fired me 
because he was convinced that | 
could not cut it. 


Key advice came from an old 
steel man on the crew who 
watched me the first day and 
said, ‘“‘Kid, you have to slow 


down and work steady or you 
will never make it.” 

That was my first knowledge 
of pace. Blessed with the 
endless energy of youth, | never 
guessed that | had any limits 
whatsoever. It never occurred to 
me that there was another, 
better way to work that would 
give the best results in the long 
run. 


While climbing along 
mountain pass and nursing 
along my autovac, | thought 
about the advice given me by 
that man on the steel crew — 
take it easy, slow down, work 
steadily, keep slugging away, do 
not exceed your capacity or you 
are going to have trouble.

Each pane features in 
descending order a pair of the 
following five shell designs: 

— Frilled Dogwinkle (Nucella 
lamellosa) (Gmelin), a univaive 
shell common to the West Coast 
from Alaska to California. 

— Reticulated Helmet 
(Cypraecassis testiculus) 
(Linne’), a univalve shell found 
along the coast from Texas to 
Brazil. 


— New England Neptune 
(Neptunea decemcostata) (Say), 
a univalve shell found along the 
coast from Canada to 
Massachusetts. 

— Calico Scallop (Argopecten 
gibbus) (Linne’), a bivalve shell 
found along the coast from the 
Carolinas to Texas. 

— Lightning Whelk (Busycon 
contrarium) (Conrad), a univalve 
shell with the same geographical

Fine wine collector changes the rules

awards at wine competitions. 

However, | contend that 
awards by themselves are only 
one of the criteria that should be 
used in evaluating a wine. 

And although the heavier, 
oaky wines tend to win gold 
medals, | find they are 
candidates to be consumed 
within a year or two of release. 
Too long in the cellar and the 
wines become clumsy. 

However, clean, fresh, delicate 
wines of balance and 
complexity, such as the Ehler’s 
Lane and William Wheeler, are 
enjoyable not only now, but they 
are candidates to age for a few 
years in a cellar.

Organizers of the Rancho Cucamonga Neighborhood Earthquake Preparedness 


1. Prepare a family emergency plan and assign responsibilities. Rehearse with all family 
members. 





2. Teach family members how to turn off electricity, gas and water at main switches and viaves. 
3. Strap turn off wrench to gas meter. 

4. Secure hot water heater with metal straps. 

5. Secure mirrors and heavy paintings to walls. 

6. Anchor down heavy lamps next to beds or change to light, non-breakable lamps. 
7. Install spring loaded latches (or heavy magnetic ones) on cabinets and cupboards. 
8. Put a flashlight in every bedroom (preferably under every bed). 

9. Place an extra pair of your shoes under each bed. 

10. Rearrange beds away from windows and heavy objects that could fall on them. 
11. Rearrange shelves with heaviest items on bottom shelves. 

12. Secure refrigerator to wall studs. 

13. Secure top heavy furniture to wali studs. ? 

14. Prepare survival kits for pets, including food, water and medicine. 

15. Assemble and store mini survival kit in car. 

16. Assemble up-to-date first aid kit along with essential medicines. 


17. Assemble a set of tools (hammer, crowbar, axe, shovel, screwdrivers, pliers, etc.) in 
accessible place. 


18. Assemble sanitation and hygiene kits including large trash bags, toilet paper, sanitary 
napkins, soaps, shampoo, tooth paste, dishwashing supplies, household disinfectants, sturdy 
bucket or portable camp toilet, powdered lime, etc. 

19. Prepare an emergency shelter kit including a tent, sleeping bags or space blankets. 


20. Assemble extra clothing including shoes, under garments, pants, shirts, jackets, gloves and 
eyeglasses. 


21. Assemble supplies for fire suppression efforts. 

22. Have simulated fire drills and practice using fire fighting equipment. 

23. Set up at least one telephone contact outside the state. 

24. Store enough drinking water and purification supplies for several weeks. 
25. Prepare supply of non-perishable food items to last several weeks. 


26. If you own a trailer or recreational vehicle, keep It well stocked with food, water and needed 
supplies. 


27. Prepare a mini survival kit to keep at work. 
28. Store a portable radio with an extra set of batteries. 
29. Provide a safe storage place for all vital family records. 


30. Assemble an auxiliary cooking device such as a camp stove, barbeque or hibachi with 
cooking utensils and fuel. 


31. Check the structural stability of your home. 
32. Enroll in a first aid training course. 
33. Enroll in a CPR training course. 


34. Meet with neighbors and discuss an earthquake preparedness plan. List all neighborhood 
resources (nurses, doctors, electricians, plumbers, ham operators, etc.) 


35. Develop a plan to reunite the family in case membrs are separated due to work, school, 
shopping, etc.

Baird’s 11th novel, “Villa 
Aphrodite,”’ has been praised as 
an entertaining tale of love, art 
and manners. 

Set around a villa in Florence, 
the novel brings a young 
American into an intricate web 
of emotions swirling about the 
discovery of a previously 
unknown drawing by Raphael in 
an old book. 

The plot takes some absurd 
twists as one character tries to 
move the masterpiece out of 
Italy illegally. Eventually it 
expands to include a wealthy 


American oil heiress being 
exploited for her money fora 
Renaissance art center to be 
located — where else? — in 
Texas. 

Comedic writing is neither 
easy, nor should it be lightly 
taken, Baird maintains.

Classical singers’ breathing 
is studied by the experts 


TUCSON, Ariz. — Don’t ever 
let anyone tell you that 
professional singers don’t work 
for a living. 

Just ask the classical basso or 
soprano who routinely drops a 
couple of pounds in the process 
of performing an opera. 

Singing — particularly opera 
singing — is an athletic event, 
say two University of Arizona 
researchers who have completed 
a study on how classical singers 
breathe when they perform. 

But using the lungs, rib cage 
and abdomen correctly can make 
the job a whole lot easier, they 
say. 

“Trying to sing without using 
the respiratory system properly 
is sort of like trying to play an 
organ that doesn’t have a 
windbox,”’ said Thomas J. Hixon, 
a professor of speech and 
hearing sciences.‘‘The excellent 
singer uses his respiratory 
system to the fullest.” 

Because they don’t use 
microphones and they often 
must sing above the music of an 
orchestra, classical singers “‘tax 
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Our Magnificient 
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everything” when they perform, 
said Peter Watson, aUA 
research assistant who directed 
the study. 

With the aid of modern 
technology, opera singers can 
train to make their singing “more 
efficient” and acquire skills 
more quickly, the researchers 
said. 

Hixon and Watson, who has a 
master’s degree in vocal 
performance, put a half dozen 
local male baritones to the test. 

For their study, to be 
published in a national journal, 
Watson and Hixon put the 
professional singers onstage in 
a church auditorium and 
attached electrodes to their 
shirtless bodies. 


Then the men did what they do 


best: They sang an operatic aria. 
Audio and video recordings 
were made of their performance. 
The electronic device took 
measurements of how the 
singers’ respiratory systems 
functioned when they sang. 
Similarly, breathing patterns 
were gauged when the men 





spoke naturally. 

The researchers then 
compared the results to a 
control group of people with 
“untrained” voices. 


The “magnetometer” device 
that made the measurements 
was used to produce a graphic 
picture of the way the torso 
moves during singing and 
speaking, how air is taken in and 
how the upper body changes 
size. 


With the technology, singers 
now can visualize how they are 
using their lungs, ribs and 
abdomen when they perform — 
and they can learn to use the 
respiratory system more 
efficiently, said Hixon, who 
developed the technology. 


The scientists concluded that 
how the singers thought they 
breathed was in stark contrast to 
how they actually used their 
respiratory systems, and that 
people with untrained voices had 
far different breathing patterns

published late last year, also 
represents a return to the 
familiar elements of the art 
world for the former staff 
member of the National Gallery 
of Art “in the sense that the 
matter of the Raphael drawing is 
part of it.” 

“tn three of my earlier novels, 
art is central to the work. Here, it 
is one of the strings that pull the 
novel together,” he said ina 
recent interview at Trinity’s 
Austin Arts Center. 

Baird, holder of bachelor and 
master of fine arts degrees from 
Princeton, exerts himself to 
make the Raphael drawing seem 
real. “It is absolutely plausible, 
but it does not exist,” he said. 
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There are a number of 
references in the book to things 
that are extant. 

While acknowledging that 
using some actual references is 
a matter of self-indulgence, 

Baird recalled some advice given 
him by novelist Caroline Gordon 
during his apprentice days as a 
writer: “Accuracy in our facts is 
how we make people believe 
things in a novel that really 
matter.” 

Baird characterized himself as 
a deliberate writer, one who 
must believe in what he writes. 
“Is it really true, | ask myself. Or 
does it smell made up, smell of a 
typewriter or, these days, of a 
word processor.”

Q. Every year our 6-year-old 
poodie-mix dog suffers because 
of fleas. He is a very active dog 
and thoroughly enjoys outside 
activities. 

We have tried flea collars and 
sprays. They do not seem to be 
effective on our dog. In fact, our 
dog seems to be allergic to 
them. Are there alternatives to 
flea sprays and collars? 

A. Although there are many 
products available to prevent 
flea problems in dogs and cats, 
many owners indicate that this 
still is a major summer problem. 

Adult fleas can live for weeks 
or months and are able to 
survive for long periods without 
food so control of fleas can be 


very difficult. Both the animal 
and its environment must be 
treated. 

Fleas on the dog or cat usually 
can be controlled with 
shampoos, dips, powders, 
sprays, collars or medallions. 
However, unless the fleas in the 
animal’s bedding and 
surroundings also are controlled, 
the problem will remain. For 
individual animals, medicated 
shampoos or dips may be 
required weekly. 

Dips are insecticides that are 
applied to the dog’s coat as a 
liquid and then allowed to dry. 
Dips should be used only on the 
type of animals they were 
manufactured for and should be 
used only according to the 
manufacturer’s instructions. 
Many veterinarians, humane 


at nd 


societies and kennels offer dog 
dippings as one of their routine 
services. 

If adip is administered 
following a bath, it is best not to 
use a flea shampoo. To do so 
would be mixing insecticides 
which could be dangerous for 
your dog. No one should handle 
or play with the dog while he is 
drying following dipping. If you 
have small children, you may not 
want to use dips because of the 
residual insecticide left on the 
dog’s hair coat. 

Although not as effective as 
dips, weekly baths with flea 
shampoos are an alternative. 
Flea sprays and powders may be 
used in lieu of dips and baths. 

Because fleas become 
resistant to insecticides, the 
most effective treatments or 
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preventive measures change 
with time. 

An electronic flea and tick 
control device designed to be 
worn on the collar has been 
marketed recently in some 
Southern states. The device, 
activated by a pair of long-life 
lithium batteries, emits a high- 
frequency, high-intensity sound 
that repels fleas and ticks but is 
not audible to cats, dogs or 
humans. 

The manufacturers state that 
fleas and ticks are disturbed by 
the high-frequency transmission 
from the collar and therefore 
migrate to the animal’s tail 
where they eventually jump off. 
The manufacturers also state 
that pets wearing such devices 
stop scratching within one day 
and that infestations of fleas or 





ticks are noticeably reduced 
within five days. 

Such devices may be helpful 
for those animals allergic to the 
commonly used insecticides. 
Information regarding electronic 
flea control devices will be 
available soon in most veterinary 
offices throughout the United 
States. 

In addition to treating the 
individual dog or cat, 
environmental control involving 
discarding or treating bedding, 
vigorous vacuuming, spraying, 
fogging or the use of 
professional exterminators may 
be required. 

Your veterinarian can give you 
advice regarding which flea 
control method would be best 
for your particular animal and 
situation.

HOLLYWOOD — Devotees of 
Henry James hold “The 
Bostonians” in high if not 
exalted regard. It’s his early 
(1886) and most American novel, 
about the feminist movement in 
Boston in the 1870s. At that 
time, passionate Yankee 
icealists were seeking anew 
channel for the energies they 
had invested a generation before 
in the anti-slavery campaign. 

The Civil War ended black 
slavery (mostly) but the Civil War 
of men and women continues 
today, in an endless and exciting 
Battle of the Wilderness. That 
makes ‘The Bostonians” timely, 
and provokingly modern under 
its piled petticoats of Victoriana. 
This topicality was clearly the 
lead motive for the veteran 
filming team of director James 
Ivory, writer Ruth Prawer 
Jhabvala and producer Ismail 
Merchant (best known for their 
tidy atmospheric dramas set in 
India, such as “The Guru” and 
“Heat and Dust’). 

Thei- films are handsomely 
shot, bv-the-manual 
assemblages (almost movie 
modejs made from kits). ‘‘The 
Bostonians” is a windfall of 
period touches, with wonderful 
costumes, old city maps, 
lovingly shot homes and woodsy 
Cape Cod rambles.

pattern-spoiler in the person of 
Basil Ransom (Christopher 
Reeve), a smashingly handsome 


son of the Old South. He arrives 
in Boston cocky with ideas “300 
years behind the times,” and 
fastens upon Verena as a prize 
to be taken by sexual allure for 
the cause of masculine 
paternalism. The story is a duel 
of wills between Basil and Olive 
over Verena. 

There is a tick-tocking 
suspense, but not much drama. 
Because she cannot speak her 
deepest erotic motive, Olive is 
crucially disarmed. This leaves 
the field of action mostly to 
Basil, who confronts and 
affronts Verena in a way she 
finds thrilling (and without, at 
first, admitting the sexual 
attraction). In a position war of 
ideas, Olive would surely win, 
but in the guerrilla war of 
submerged feelings, she cannot 
equal Basil’s bold, subversive 
strategies — he can deal out his 
“ideas” as a deck of Dixie jokers 
because he has the sexual trump 
card. 

Reeve does his best, least 
winsome acting thus far, though 
he’s still a bit soft in his charmer 
mode, and his distaste for Olive 
is never plumbed beyond cold 
stares. (Also, his Mississippi 
accent wanders toward Texas.) 
Yet he has such sexual authority 
that Verena’s attraction to him, 
against her will, is the most 
commanding force in the movie.

it energizes the pillowy ingenue 
Madeleine Potter in a way that 
her more subtle scenes with 
Redgrave don’t — in those, she’s 
rather stranded by the delicate 
levels of veiled implication.

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Where do those 
high-riding 
vehicles fit in? 


PHOENIX, Ariz. — They sit tall 
in the saddle like riders of the 
new range, proudly driving 
machines on which they’ve 
spent thousands of dollars — 
just to be noticed. 

And they have been noticed by 
most every motorist on the road. 
It is difficult to ignore a pickup 
that stands 9 feet tall, has 
gleaming chrome and rides on 
oversize tires. 

They also have been noticed 
by police officers, who see 
danger driving by, and 
legislators, some of whom would 
like to bridle the vehicles with 
legal reins. 

Depending on whom you talk 
to, high-riding vehicles are either 
the boulevard cruisers of the 
’80s or the biggest annoyance to 
hit the roads since potholes. 

There have been few, if any, 
studies done regarding the 
safety of the high-riding 
vehicles. Officials from law 
enforcement agencies, the state 
Department of Transportation 
and the Governor’s Office on 
Highway Safety say they have no 
idea how high-riders fit into the 
accident picture. The same 
holds true nationally. 

“There are so few of them 
around compared to everybody 
else on the road that we don’t 
separate them in an accident 
report,” Phoenix police Sgt. Jim 
Goodwin said. 

But there is no shortage of 
opinions. 

‘! think people are threatened 
by them just like they are with 
semis,” said DPS spokesman 
Allan Schmidt. ‘You hear all 
these horror stories about what 
could happen because there is a 
potential there for some very 
dangerous accidents.” 

High-riders contend their 
vehicles are far from the 
motorized monsters they’ve 
been portrayed to be.

As the years go by, more 
and more home gardeners are 
discovering the versatile 
delights of growing flowering 
and other decorative plants in 
pots outdoors for the 
summer.

schizanthus. | usually grow 
some mignonette plants just 
for the pleasure of their 
fragrance, and this year we'll 
have a few pots of the new 
compact dianthus, Princess 
Scarlet. 

And for the sheer 
splashiness of their flowers | 
like to have at least a couple 
pots each of gerbera, Martha 
Washington geranium and 
New Guinea impatiens. 

This year a friend whose 
daughter is being married 
later in the summer is going 
all out in potted flowers. As 
well as several large 
containers with mixed 
plantings of geranium, 
alyssum, dianthus and 
lobelia, she’s growing asters 
and several dwarf bedding 
dahlias in pots. Her idea is to 
have them on hand, in full 
bloom, for the wedding 
pictures that will be taken on 
the family’s patio. 

There is another, less 
known and grown plant that 
would make quite a dynamic 
splash in a lightly shaded 
part of such a setting. It’s 
caladium, a plant grown 
solely for the beauty of its 
thin, heart-shaped, 
flamboyantly colored leaves. 


Caladiums belong to the 
arum family of plants, all of 
which are distinguished for 
the decorative beauty of their 
foliage.

lilies, anthurium, Chinese 
evergreen, pothos, spathe 
flower and dieffenbachia. 

Caladiums are grown quite 
like tuberous begonias. The 
tubers are sold in early 
spring, and through the 
spring and early summer 
often are available locally as 
potted plants. 

The color combinations 
that appear in the large, 
showy leaves are many and 
varied. Some are cream with 
dark green veining. Others 
may be cream splashed and 
edged with green and veined 
in red. Some kinds make a 
bold splash of red with darker 
red veins and a dark green 
leaf margin. Pink, red, cream 
and green are the dominant 
colors and they appear in 
many different kaleidoscopic 
variations. 

Caladiums thrive in warm, 
high humidity and a 
consistently moist soil. They

Good 
filtered light is ideal. 
Tuberous begonias, coleus, 
impatiens and fuschsias are 
good companions that enjoy 
similar conditions. 

Caladiums continue to 
produce their brightly colored 
leaves throughout the 
summer, and in the fall will 
begin to die back. At this 
point watering should be 
reduced and fertilizing 
stopped. 

The caladium tubers are 
best stored in-their pots, kept 
just barely moist so they 
won’t shrivel, in a storage 
temperature of about 55 F. In 
early spring they may be 
repotted in a rich, peaty soil 
and started up again in 
warmth.

Early-man specialists gather federal workers’ image 


to view true ancestor of man 


JOHANNESBURG, South 
Africa — Ask an anthropologist 
to help find a stranger at a 
crowded buffet dinner and he 
gives a precise reply: 
“Professor So-and-So? Oh, he’s 
wearing green jeans and has a 
large jaw.’ 

Sure enough, there’s the 
professor, near the meatballs, 
jaw and jeans exactly as 
described. 

Identification is harder when 
the jaw is millions of years old. 
Some 250 early-man specialists 
from a dozen countries 
assembled recently to pay 
homage to one of the most 
significant fossil skulls ever 
found, and went away again 
still divided over its place on 
the human family tree. 

Some, comparing shapes 
and angles of bones and teeth, 
said the 2-million-year-old 
child’s skull is a true ancestor 
of man. Others, on the 
opposite side of the liveliest 
debate in early-man studies, 
said it represents an 
evolutionary failure that died

out long ago. 

Controversy has surrounded 
the skull ever since Australian 
Raymond Dart picked it out 
from bones dug up at a remote 
limeworks near Taung, 180 
miles southwest of 
Johannesburg, 60 years ago. 
Dart, who conducted his 
scientific career in South 
Africa, called it 
Australopithecus (southern 
ape) africanus and insisted it 
was the missing link in the 
search for a common forebear 
of man and ape. 

It took colleagues 25 years 
to come around to Dart’s view 
that Africa, not Asia, was the 
cradle of mankind. Louis 
Leakey, his wife, Mary, and 
their son, Richard, produced 
Homo habilis and other early 
human remains in Kenya and 
Tanzania, and thus focused the 
search in eastern Africa. 

Eleven years ago, Don 
Johanson, now president of 
the Institute of Human Origins 
in Berkeley, Calif., uncovered 
Lucy, a partial 


Australopithecus skeleton, in 
Ethiopia. He classified the 3.5- 
million-year-old find as a new 
species — afarensis — and 
contended that it — not 
africanus — was an ancestor 
of man. 

A week of lectures and field 
trips celebrating the Taung 
skull and Dart’s 92nd birthday 
did nothing to resolve disputes 
about how man began. But 
anthropologists, in interviews, 
said their discipline has made 
major strides since Dart put 
Africa on the map in 1925. 

Among their comments: 

@ Johanson: “It’s amore 
respectable and rigorous 
science. No longer does one 
person go out and find a skull 
and become an expert. Now 
there are teams in the field — 
geologists, dating specialists, 
anthropologists. There are new 
techniques of statistical and 
computerized X-ray analysis. 

“Before, certain dominant 
individuals could make 
statements and not have to 
back them up.

WASHINGTON — The head of 
the nation’s largest federal 
employees union Monday 
announced a $300,000 
advertising campaign to change 
the image of federal workers as 
“faceless bureaucrats — 
overpaid, underworked and 
eating out of the taxpayers’ 
pockets.” 

Kenneth T. Blaylock, president 
of the American Federation of 
Government Employees, said he 
is tired of President Reagan 
making his members a 
scapegoat. 

Blaylock said the campaign is 
needed to combat the negative 
image created by ‘political 
rhetoric over the years” and 
exacerbated by the Reagan 


administration’s efforts to 
convince taxpayers that budget 
problems can be solved by 
eliminating federal jobs. 

He conceded that another 
goal is to create public 
opposition to the 


administration’s efforts to use 
temporary workers on federal 
jobs and cut federal employees’ 
pay by 5 percent or eliminate 
125,000 federal jobs. 


“| don’t look at that as a 
selfish thing,” said Blaylock, 
whose 225,000-member union 
bargains for about 750,000 of the 
government’s 2.1 million 
employees. 


Blaylock did not deny that 
government is often inefficient 
but said much of the waste 
attributed to federal workers is 
actually due to the policies and 
procedures devised by political 
appointees, private consultants 
or top-level, supervisory civil 
servants. 


“With the intensifying of the 
campaign against the federal 
workers by this administration 
especially, it becomes very 
important that the general public 
really understand what federal 
workers really do in this 
country.”

A German teacher originated 
the concept of youth hostels in 
1909, becoming the founder of 
a movement through which 
millions of young people and 
adults have traveled the world. 

From his school in the 
industrial heart of Germany, 
Richard Schirrmann led his 
urban students on hikes into 
the countryside to appreciate 
the fresh air and environment. 


To make overnight 
excursions possible, he sought 
inexpensive shelter for his 
groups. 

When he was appointed 
administrator of amuseum ina 
12th century castle called Burg 
Altena in Westphalia, he turned 
some of the rooms into 
dormitories for his hikers. 

The idea spread and by 1910 
there were 17 hostels in 
Germany.

Man befriends stray 
dog he’s never met 


SHAWNEE, Okla. — Cars, 
trucks and diesels whiz past, 
getting off and on three separate 
highways which connect at the 
busy artery. 

A red pickup truck pulls onto 
the shoulder of the road, 
stopping just short of the 
congested intersection. 

Claud Ham has arrived to feed 
his dog. 

For the past three years, Ham, 
a Shawnee resident, has made 
the stop to feed a dog he calls 
Lonesome George. Ham has 
never patted the bird dog’s dark 
head; they’ve never taken an 
evening walk together. But 
without fail, Ham has provided 
and George has accepted. 


Modern times and mutual 
respect have forced the pair into 
a relationship not common 
among the centuries-old 
relationships between man and 
dog. 


For the first year, Ham saw 
Lonesome George frequently 
along the highway, while on his 
way to and from work as a 
maintenance man at a Shawnee 
fast-food restaurant. 


“| saw him off and on for 
about a year, then started 
feeding him about three years 
ago,” said Ham, a quiet man with 
a warm smile. “One day | gota 
good look at him. He was just 
bones. 


“! miss a few days now and 
then, but not very many,” he 
said. 


George is well-fed for a stray. 
His diet consists largely of 
leftover restaurant fare, but Ham 
carries a sack of dog food in the 
truck for days when pickings are 
slim at work. 


“! guess | just feel sorry for 
him,” Ham said. “I! have a lot of 
respect for him that he’s been 
able to survive ail these years 
without any help from anybody.” 


What trust George has in Ham 
was earned. At first, when Ham 
came to put out the food, 
Lonesome George didn't always 
show, though the food 
disappeared. 


“The traffic doesn’t seem to 
bother him, but people do,” Ham 
said. 


Recently, Ham has gotten 
within 15 feet of George when 
setting out the food. Always, 
George waits until Ham gets in 
his pickup, starts it and pulls 
away at least 5 feet before he 
approaches to eat. 


In many ways, for many 
reasons, Ham identifies with 
Lonesome George. He knows 
loneliness, hard luck and what 
it’s like to work at survival. 


Ham was born during an 
Oklahoma summer, 1921, at 
Checotah. When Ham was 9, his 
father died, leaving his mother 
with six children. Ham and a 
twin sister were sent to the 
Whittaker State Orphans Home 
in Pryor, where he said he 
attended school for the first 
time. 


After leaving the orphanage, 
Ham worked at a dairy farm, 
receiving $15 a month, room and 
board. He later worked in the 
CCC camps, created during the 
Depression by President 
Roosevelt. Just before World 
War II, he was mowing lawns in 
Seminole for 25 cents an hour. 


in 1941, Ham enlisted in the 
Navy, primarily to secure a job, 
he said. A youthful gunner’s 
mate, second class, Ham 
survived the fateful day when 
Japanese planes bombed Pearl 
Harbor. 


Leaving the Navy in November 
1946 with an honorable 
discharge, Ham went to work for 
Shell Oil Co. in California. In 
1971, he had a triple bypass 
heart operation. In 1973 he 
retired after 20 years with Shell 
and he moved to Shawnee in 
1975. 


Ham says he dislikes the idea 
of capturing Lonesome George 
and trying to domesticate him. 


“We'd have to chain him until 
we got his confidence. If he got 
away, he’d just take off and I’d 
probably never see him again. | 
wouldn’t know if he was eating.”

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Daughter sues father over 





college education support

LOS ANGELES — She is a woman-child, 
this captain of the Westchester High School 
pep squad — a petite, perky teenager with a 
small voice that might discuss prom dresses, 
but instead talks about facing her father in 
court Friday. 

Her mother said her daughter also is a pawn 
— one of countless children who suffer 
because one parent turns a cold shoulder in the 
aftermath of a bitter divorce. 

This story is not the typical complaint of a 
father eluding child-support payments, for 
Jennifer Jones is 18 years old and under the law 
considered an adult, for whom her parents no 
longer are financially responsible. The catch is 
that Jennifer wants to go to college. 

Initially, the polite young woman seems an 
unlikely candidate to publicly chastise her 
father, let alone drag him into court. After all, 
her father, Jimmy Jones Jr., did make monthly 
child-support payments until her 18th birthday 
in January. 

But that was not enough, because Jennifer 
also wants to attend the university of her 
choice — an ideal emphasized by the man she 
is suing to help send her there, she said. 

‘| remember when | used to do my math 
homework and I'd try to cheat with a calculator 
and he’d say, ‘No, don’t use a calculator. If you 
go to college, you can’t use a calculator,” said 
Jennifer, an only child who lived with both 
parents until their divorce in 1980. 

So the pep leader, who wants to study 
journalism at Northern Arizona State University 
for four years at an estimated cost of $25,000, 
now finds herself in the law office of widely 
known attorney Gloria Allred, discussing a 
family dispute that has emerged into a 
publicized legal battle. The “unprecedented” 
lawsuit, Allred contended, could affect 
“millions” of children whose parents divorce 
before they reach college age. 
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And Jennifer, a “‘B” student who works 10- 
15 hours a week as an usher at The Forum in 
nearby Inglewood, also finds herself fighting for 
a cause. 

“A girl at school came up to me and said 
‘Can | talk to you? If this goes through will it 
affect other children?’ It turns out her father 
just pays $20 a month.” 

Jennifer grew up in a “comfortable middle- 
class home” and attended private schools 
throughout most of her childhood, while her 
father served as a non-commissioned officer in 
the Air Force, she said. 

In 1983, she was living with Jones, his new 
wife and stepchild in their Los Angeles home, 
when she received her first report card from 
Westchester High. 

“He said, ‘If you do well, I’ll send you to the 
college of your choice,” she said. 


That was before the relationship between 
Jones and his daughter soured and she moved 
back to her mother’s home, Jennifer said. And 
that preceded a further deterioration in 
communications between Jones and his ex-wife 
Carol, whom he had been married to 22 years. 


The father, who was once willing to 
contribute to his daughter’s college education 
with proceeds from a house he and his ex-wife 
were selling, suddenly did a turnabout, said 
Mrs. Jones, a customer relations secretary fora 
defense firm. 

“His exact words were, ‘I was paying $300 (a 
month child support) and now I'll pay $300 to an 
attorney,’ Mrs. Jones said. 


“He was angry for some reason,” Jennifer 
said. ‘| guess he was mad because | left. | 
wasn’t mad. | was still willing to speak will 
him.” 

Jones, who is described in court papers as 
being in upper management of a computer firm, 
refused to comment about the lawsuit when 
contacted by The Torrance Daily Breeze.
